REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Examiner 
agrees with Applicant's arguments set forth on pg. 17 of the remarks filed 12/27/07. 
Since the second solenoid valve SA3 is kept closed during automatic braking it does not 
satisfy the limitation of controlling the second solenoid valve during automatic brake 
control to decrease the hydraulic pressure in the wheel cylinder by communicating the 
wheel cylinders with the atmospheric reservoir through the second solenoid valve as 
required by each of the three independent claims 1-3. Accordingly, the independent 
claims are allowed. The remaining claims are allowed due to their dependence from 
one of the independent claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

2. Claims 1-3 are allowable. Claims 7-9, previously withdrawn from consideration as 
a result of a restriction requirement, require all the limitations of an allowable claim. 
Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(a), the restriction requirement 
between species II through IV, as set forth in the Office action mailed on 4/29/05, 
is hereby withdrawn and claims 7-9 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1 .1 04. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction 
requirement, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or 
divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is 
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allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory 
and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant 
application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 
121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1 , 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 
1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 .
